Ghent, March 25. A Party of 25 Men of 
the Company of Melart, lately took a little 
Redoubt guarded by 6 Men near Fort Phi- 
lippine, and fet it on Fire ; upon which the 
Garrifons of Fort Phillippine, Hulft, and Sas 
van Ghent, took the Alarum, but our Men 
retreated fafely. The Troops of the Houfe- 
hold of the King of France arriv'd at Lifle 
on the 22d inftant, where they are to con- 
tinue till further Order. 
From the Amfterdam Courant,datedMarch 31. 
‘Cologne, March 27. On Saturday, and to 
day, arriv'd here from Duffeldorp, feveral 
Veffels laden with Bombs, Bullets, and other 
Ammunition; and more are expected, with 
Mortars and heavy Cannon. The Troops 
of the Allies in thefe Parts continue ftill in 
their Quarters,but have Orders to hold them- 
{elves in a Readinefs, to march at firft notice 
tothe Camp at Mulheim. Mean time great 
Preparation is made to befiege Bonn, for 
which Service the Towns in the Country of 
Bergues are fummon’d to bring Planks, Ga- 
bions, and other Materials to Mulheim. The 
Marfhal d’Ailegre, Governour of Bonn, is 


likewife putting that Place in the beff Po- 


fture of Defence he is able; and ’tis faid 
feeeral hundred Men have, within thefe few 
Weeks, found means to get into it to reinforce 
the Garrifon. 

Rbinberg, March 27. Some Commiflaries 
are come hither from Cleves, to fettle the 
Magiirecy of this Town. A Bridge is laid 
crofs the River at Wefel, over which 10000 
Men are to march very fhortly. And a 
er quantity of Hay is embark’d there, to 

fent upwards, for the ufe of the Army 
that is to form the Siege of Bonn. ’Tis faid 
Gelder will foon be formally attack’d. 

Liege, March 27. Count Sinzendorf is gone 
to Duffeldorp. The March of the Troops 
is put off for a few days ; but it will nor 
long before they encamp. The French lay 
up great Stores of Forrage on their Fron- 
tiers, peer at Namur; A Party of the 
Garrifon of Limburg who plunderd our 
Paffage-Boat, and took away fome Horfes, 
was cut off in their Retreat, all the Booty 
was recover'd, and five of them brought 
hither Prifoners. A Detachment of the Gar- 
tifon of Huy made an Attempt lately on 
the Caftle of Horion, but mifsd of their 
Defign, and drew off with the lofs of two 
Men kill’d and feven wounded. The Roads 
leading to Huy are barricadoed by the 
French with Breaft-works and Trees fell’d 
a-crofs. The Inhabitants of the Province of 
Hainault, and of the Country about Sedan, 
have agreed to pay Contributions to the 
Allies.
